Jury Deliberates Fifteen

An ordinary table knife, w ith saw like teeth, was found un­ 
der some pajjers during a search of the eel! in the Adams coun­ 
ty jail from which three prisoners. 
Robert 
Bingaman, Andy 
Reese and Sheldon Richardson, escaped early Thursday morning, 
and is the tool with which the men apparently cut through the 
plank floor of their cell. 
The knife, minus its handle, 
was 
uncovered 
Thursday 
evening, during a search of the cell, conducted by Sheriff John C. 
Shealer, in his efforts to locate the instrument with which the 
trio sawed their way through the plank floor of their cell on 
their first leg to freedom. 
During ’he search, a note, signed 
“Hob,” one of the trio, was found in 
the coll and road as follows: 
“Mr. John Shoaler. 
I 
have 
no 
money and no attorney for my case, 
ami for my own behalf and more so 
for the sake of my wife and baby, I 
am doing this little stunt. 
And if I 
am not detected too soon, as soon as 
I can make better arrangements for 
ber and the baby and for money to 
helri myself, I may come back.”

Constable George H. Aughuibaugh, 
who arrested Rees**, and who placed 
him in jail, declares positively that 
his prisoner did not take any tool into 
th* jail with which he and the other 
men abetted their escHjH*. 
Near the piace 
the I knife 
was 
found was the handle and the break 
indicated that the tool hail broken 
just as the men were finished cutting 
the plank in the floor, which allowed 
them access to tho coiler beneath the 
cell. 
Dried blood on the sides of the 
knife are indications, the authorities 
say, that the oj»erafor of the improved 
saw had cut himself while using the 
instrument. 
Cleverly VIade 
The improvised saw was cleverly 
made and was probably the work of 
several weeks. 
The teeth W’ere cut 
into the blade in regular, even fashion, 
giving the tool a powerful cutting 
edge. 
Tests made with the blade 
showed how easily seasoned oak could 
I** cut, and how- straight a board could 
lie sawed. 
Sheriff Shealer is positive that the 
im provised saw' was used by the pris­ 
oner- in awing through the ineh and 
t hree.quartcrs plank floor of their cell, 
although from all appearances 
the 
work was done by a keen-cdg**d saw. 
It was necessary for the trio to cut 
through only one plank, the removal 
of the board opening a hole betw’een 
six and eight inches wide. 
The saw­ 
ing was stalled about eighteen inches 
from tho wall and w’hen the board w'as 
cut through it lifted out easily and 
afforded an easy exit from the cell. 
In order to start the sawing, it was 
first necessary for the men to cut a 
hole between two of the planks. This 
apparently had been done some time 
previous and it was only necessary 
to enlarge it, insert the improvT 
saw and start cutting. 
Bingaman, from all indications, had 
thought out the method of escape ami, 
w hen Reese and Richardson were put 
:,i his cell, he sw'ore them to secrecy 
and gave them the opportunity to 
escape. 
Blame Bingaman 
It was learned this morning that a 
small air-vent in the eighteen-ineh 
wall, through wtjich the men tunnel- 
Iud, was used by thorn as a starting 
place for their burrowing process, 
After a sufficiently 
large 
aperture 
had been opened, the men crawled 
through. 
The note is evidence, Sheriff Shealer 
vays, that Bingaman w'as the instiga­ 
tor of the jai! delivery plot, although 
bo probably planned it for himself. 
The knife is similar to the one 
which Bingaman was jriven w’hen lie 
was committed, to cut his food and 
spread butter on his bread. 
It is a 
piece of German cutlery 
and 
very 
hard, and considerable time and effort 
must have been expended in cutting 
til,, sawlike teeth in the blade. 
To cut through the eight-inch plank 
in the cell floor required less than an 
hour, it is believed.
